On April Ist this 
year the figure was 735,000,000 bushels, 
only slightly more than that of two years 
ago 

~ Russia was not exporting wheat in the 
1928-29 period, and not in quantity in the 
1929-30 period. In the interests of accur- 
acy it should be noted that the world sur- 
plus that broke the world price was not the 
result of Russia’s reappearance as a heavy 
exporter. It originated while these four 
countries had the export market practical- 
ly to themselves, and the cause of the 
slump must be sought in their over-expan- 
sion of production or their unwillingness 
to sell for what the buying nations could 
afford to pay.

A PROBLEM FOR THE LEAGUE 


Mr Luchkovic h, member for Vegre 
ville, drew the attention of parliament the 
other day to representations which have 


been made that Ukrainian people living in 
Poland have been subjected to harsh treat- 


ment. As there are 300,000 Ukrainians in 
Canada, that is a subject in which Cana- 
dians are bound to take a sympathetic in- 


terest, and the Dominion Government may 
be properly called upon to lend its assist- 


ance to any effective measures for secur 
ing justice to the minority on whose be- 
half the complaints have been made 

The position taken by Premier Ben 


nett was the correct one. He warned par- 
liament that it was treading on dangerous 
ground when it undertook to discuss the 
domestic affairs of another country; but 
gave assurance that the Canadian repre- 
sentatives at Geneva will support action 
by the League of Nations to protect the 
rights of the Ukrainians in Poland. 
Vurther than that Canada cannot go, 
It certainly would be no kindness to Uk- 
rainians living in Poland if the Govern- 
ment of Can: ada made direct representa 
tions to Poland on the subject of how they 
should be treated. Poland would prompt 
ly reply that the Government of Canada 
had better mind its own business, and the 
reaction there would not make for better 


relations between the Poles and their un- 
willing compatriots. If the League can- 


not protect European minorities, the Do- 
minion of Canada cannot do so, 
TIME FOR ACTION 

Tt is good news that Mayor Douglas 
has been stirring up the powers that be at 
Ottawa on the subject of completing the 
Jasper Highway. Anything that can be 
done to second his efforts in that direction, 
by the city council, the board of trade, the 
motor association, and any other organ- 
ization having influence at the capital 
should be done at once, 

The Provincial Government should also 
be keenly interested in the matter, and ac- 
tive in pressing for early and energetic ac- 
tion by the federal authority. The Gov- 
ernment has already spent a large amount 
of provincial money on the Highway, and 
unless aid is coming from the Dominion 
treasury the project will have to be com- 
pleted, sooner or later, at the expense of 
the provincial taxpayers. 


The present “whereabouts” of the Do- 
minion Government on the question of 
constructing the trans-Canada highway, 


of which so much was heard last summer, 
is unknown, That will be made clear, it is 
to be supposed, when the budget is 
brought down at Ottawa and the spend- 
ing program. for the year introduced. 
This is the time to urge that the Jasper 
hizhway be made part of the trans-Can- 
ada scheme, that federal assistance to its 
completion be definitely pledged, and that 
the work of construction be put in hand 
without delay 

There are hundreds of men in Edmon- 
ton and along the route who would be glad 
of the chance of employment this summer 
in building the highway, and the sooner 
the road is finished the sooner motor tour- 
ist traffic will begin to mean something to 
this city and this part of the province. 


WHY TRADE IS DEAD 


Sir George Paish suggests that trade 
is dead because the governments of the 
world have been deliberately trying to 


kill it, and have in large measure succeed 
ed. Anything Sir George may have to 
say on economic questions is entitled to 


respect, and in this case he will have no 
difficulty marshalling facts to support his 
view. 

With the exception of Great Britain 
and the Argentine, and the possible excep 
tion of Soviet Russia, the nations have 
been engaged for ten years in a competi- 
tive struggle to strangle commerce. Fu- 
rope has been cross-fenced with tariffs 
such a8 were never seen in pre-war days. 
The United States has barred foreign 
products #5 though they were poisonous 
The British dominions, the South Ameri- 
can republics and Japan have done their 
bit to stop the interflow of commodities 

So much of international trade as sur- 
vives today has done so despite the joint 
and reciprocal efforts of the nations to 
stifle it, rather than because of anything 
they have done to cultivate and encourage 
it. ‘Protection’ has been interpreted to 
mean the exclusion of anything and every- 
thing that can be produced at home. With 
almost every country on earth trying to 
do that, it is surely not strange that they 
should be looking in vain for a foreign 
market for their products. 

One thousand of the world’s captains 
of industry and kings of finance have been 
in conference at Washington. They have 
gone home without formulating a pro- 
gram for restoring life to commerce. But 
it may at least be hoped that they carry 
back with them a clearer recognition that 
there is no use looking for a trade revival 
until the peoples show a willingness to 
trade with each other.
